2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the subject matter is allowable as the prior of record does not disclose 
the limitation of "adjusting the length of the second packet, using at least one pitch period 
associated with a pitch of the second packet, according to the adjusted length of the first packet 
and an arrival time of a third packet received after the second packet" in combination with all the 
other limitations of this claim. Similarly, regarding claims 13, 25, 26, and 27, the prior art of 
record does not disclose or suggest the analogous limitation regarding adjusting the length or 
play time of the second packet in combination with all the other limitations of these claims. 
Claims 2-12, 14-24, and 28-35 are allowable as they depend from allowable claims 1,13, and 27.
